THE BOMBAY ANIMAL PRESERVATION ACT, 1954 (BOMBAY ACT NO . 
LXXXII of 1954 ) AS EXTENDED TO THE UNION TERRITORY OF DADRA 

AND NAGAR HAVELI 
An Act to provide for the preservation of animals suitable for milch , breed 
ing or for agricultural purposes. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the preservation of animals suitable 
for milch , breeding or for agricultural purposes ; it is hereby enacted in the Fifth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows:- - 

1. Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Bombay 
Animal Preservation Act, 1954. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli. 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Administrator may , by notifi 
cation in the Official Gazette , appoint. 

2 . Application of Act. ( 1 ) This Act shall in the first instance apply to the 
animals specified in the Schedule . 

( 2 ) The Administrator may , by notification in the Official Gazette , apply the 
provisions of this Act to any other animal, which in its opinion , it is desirable 
to preserve. 

3 . Definitions -- In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the sub 
ject or context, - 
( 1 ) " Administrator " means the Administrator of the Union territory of 

Dadra and Nagar Haveli appointed by the President under article 

239 of the Constitution ; 
(la ) " Animal" means an animal to which this Act applies ; 
( 2 ) " Competent Authority " means a person or body of persons appointed 

under section 4 to perform the functions of a Competent Authority 

under this Act ; 
( 3 ) " Prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act ; 
( 4 ) " Schedule" means a Schedule appended to this Act . 


Appointment of Competent Authority , - - The Administrator may , by notifi 
cation in the Official Gazette , appoint a person or a body of persans to perform 
the functions of a Competent Authority under this Act for such local area as 
may be specified in the notification . 

Prohibition against slaughter without certificate from Oompetent Author 
ity. - ( 1 ) Notwithstanding any law for the time being in force or any usage to 
the contrary , no person shall slaughter or cause to be slaughtered any animal 
unless , he has obtained in respect of such animal a certificate in writing from the 
Competent Authority appointed for the area that the animal is At for slaughter , 

( 1A ) No certificate under sub - section ( 1) shall be granted in respect of a cow . 


( 2 ) In respect of an animal to which sub - section ( 1A ) does not apply , no certi 
ficate shall be granted under sub - section ( 1 ) , it in the opinion of the Compet 
ent Authority 
( a ) the animal , whether male or female , is useful or likely to become useful 

for the purpose of draught or any kind of agricultural operations; 
(b ) the animal, if male , is useful or likely to become useful for the pur 

pose of breeding ; 
( c ) the animal, if female, is useful or likely to become useful for the pur 

pose of giving milk or bearing offspring . 
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( 3 ) Nothing in this section shall apply to the slaughter of any animal above 
the age of Aften years for bona fide religlous puiposes , if such animal is not a 
cow : 

Provided that a certificate in writing has been obtained from the Competent 
Authority . 

( 4 ) The Administrator may, at any time for the purpose of satisfying himself 
as to the legality or propriety of any order passed by a Competent Authority 
granting or refusing to grant any certificate under this section , call for and 
examine the records of the case and may pass such order in reference thereto 
as he thinks At . 

(5 ) A certificate under section shall be granted in such form and on payment 
of such fees as may be prescribed . 

( 6 ) Subject to the provisions of sub - section ( 4 ) any order passed by the 
Competent Authority granting or refusing to grant a certificate , and any order 
passed by the Administrator under sub - section ( 4 ) shall be final and ghall not 
be called in question by any Court,

No animal in respect of which a certificate has been issued under section 5 shall 
be slaughtered in any place other than a place grecified by guch authority or 
officer as the Administrator may appoint in this behalf , 

7, Power to enter and inspent animale . - ( 1 ) For the nurposes of this Art, the 
Competent Authority or any person authorised in this behalf by thr ( nmnetent 
Authority (hereinafter referred to as the authorised nergon ) shall have the 
power to enter and inspect any premises where the Competent Authoritv or the

( 2 ) Every person in orcunation of any such premiseg shall allow the cornet 
ent Authority or the authorigod nergon such access to the premises as mav he 
necessary for the aforesaid nurposes and shall answer to the host of his know 
ledge and belief any question put to him by the Competent Authority ro by the 
authorised person . 

8 Penaltles - Whoever contravened any of the nrovisions of this Act shall, 
on conviction , be nunished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
six months or with fine which may extend to one thousand rudees or with both . 

9 . Offences under the Act to be cognizable . — Notwithstanding anything con 
tained in the Code of Criminal Procedure ( V of 1898 ) , all offences under this 
Act shall be cognizable . 

10 . Abetments and attempts - Whoever abets any offence punishable under 
this Act or attempts to commit any such offence shall be punishable with the 
punishment provided in this Act for such offence. 


11 . Persons exercising powerg under this Act deemed to be public servante 
All persons exercising powers under this Act shall be deemed to be public 
servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code (XLV of 
1860 ) . 


12 . Protection of persons acting in good faith under the Act or rules. No 
suit, prosecution or other legal proceedings shall be instituted against any person 
for anything which is in good faith done or intended to be done under this Act 
or the rules made thereunder . 


13 . Exemption under this Act. Subject to any conditions prescribed in this

MINISTRY OF LABOUR , EMPLOYMENT AND REHABILITATION 

( Department of Labour & Employment) 

New Delhi, the 3rd December 1986 
G . S .B . 1920. - In exercise of the powers conferred by the provisor to article 309 
of the Constitution , the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the posts of Caretaker in the Ministry of Labour, Em 
ployment and Rehabilitation , namely : 

1 . Short title and Commencement. -- ( i) These rules may be called the Care 
taker Ministry of Labour, Employment and Rehabilftation (Department of 
Labour and Employment) Recruitment Rules , 1966 , 

(11) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
gazette . 
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2 . Application .- - These rules shall apply to the post of Caretaker in the Ministry 
of Labour, Employment and Rehabiltation and specified in column 1 of the 
Schedule annexed thereto . 

3 . Number , classification and scale of pay . — The number of posts , its classifica 
tion and scale of pay attached thereto , shall be as specifled in Columns 2 , 3 and 
4 of the gald Schedule , 

4 . Method of recruitment, age Umlt etc . The method of recruitment, age limit, 
quallAcations and other matters connected therewith , shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid . 

Provided that the upper age -bmit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes , Scheduled Tribes and other special cate 
gory of persons in accordance with the orders issued from time to time by the 
Government of India . 

5 . Disqualification . ( a ) No person , who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
Teason of its taking place during the life - time of such spouse shall be eligible for 
appointment to the post ; and 

(b ) no woman , whose marriage is vold by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife lying at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the post . 

Provided that the Central Government may , if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule . 

6 . Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is neces 
sary or expedient sol to do , it may by order for reasons to be recorded in writing , 
Telax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons .
